The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, November 30.—Guiteau’s re- 
cital yesterday of his varied experience as a 
religious tramp and dead-beat seems to have 
whetted the interestin the case, for despite 
the rain the crowd was as great as yesterday. 
Upon the opening of the court Guiteau was 
taken directly to tne witness box. Witness 
was asked by Scoville to identify some papers. 
The first shown him was a hand-bill announc- 
ing a lecture at Evansville, lil. ‘‘Yes,’’ said 


Guiteau, turning it around to the jury. and, 
witnan air of satisfaction, ‘‘that was the 
annourcement of one of my lectures. Shall I 
read it?’ 

Scoville: ‘‘No. I will put these papers on 
evidence.’’ 

Guiteau then gave his ideas concerning the 
religious tenor of the Oneida Community. 
Witness continued to say 1868 instead of 1878, 
und his attention being calied to it, explained: 
‘*] don’t feel very weli to-day; my brain don’t 
work just rigbt—probably owing to the rain.’’ 
Guiteau then resumed the narrative of his ex- 
experiences in trying to lecture. On one occa- 
sion he tried to lecture against Bob Ingersoll, 
who was to deliver a lecture against hell, while 
he (witress) proposed to lecture on the exist- 
ence ofa hell. He found, however, people 
very ready to pay fifty cents to hear that there 
was no hej), but they wonlan’t pay a cent to 
hearthatthere wasahell. . 

Witness was asked to identify a book handed 
him, and said, ‘‘Oh, yes, that is my revised 
work called @‘Trutb,’§ a companion book to 
the Bible. I haven't seen it since it was taken 
from me when I wus arrested. Witness then 
desired to read a passage and read a page or 
two descriptive of the trials of the Apostle 
Paul endeavoring to iutroduce Christianity. 
‘*That was just my case’’ said Guiteau, strik- 
ing his fiston the desk. ‘‘] stroveto enlight- 
enthe world just as Paul did. I nad no 
money and no friends, and Ihad just about 
as rough a time asthe rpostle had.’’ 

Wits.ess wentto New York trom Bostononthe 
steamer Stonington when. she struck Narra- 


vernsett. He thought bis time had come then, 
hut it hacn’t. Witness wrote his speech, 
‘‘Gartield against Ilancock,’’ in te Pubtic 


Library at boston. It wus originally intended 
for Grant, as he (witness) supposed Grant 
would be nominated at Chicago; but after Gar- 
ficid was nominated it had all to be worked 
over. 

When in New York witness called on Gen. 
Arthur to offer his services in the campaign.

with wy removing the President. That was 
the act ofan inspiration and was doneas3 a 
politica] necessity’?

and replied, ‘*‘The inspiration as I 
understand it is where a man’s mind is taken 
possession of py the supreme Power where he 
acts outside of himself. 

The witness desired to read from a printed 
s}*p purporting to be an interview with the 
prisoner giving his theory on the subject, 
Counsel for the prosecution objected to the 
yrisoner’s reading or the use of it to refresh 
his memory. A discussion ensue1, witness 
insisting that he was not feeling Well; bad not 
,et gotten over his Thanksgiving indulgence, 
und did not feel able to state it as thoroughly 
now as Le did then. 


National Tariff Convention. 
New YORK, November 30.—The Tariff Con- 
vention opened with 200 delegates present. 
John Thompson, of the Chase National Bank, 


spokeon the ‘‘Tariff Commission.’’ He ar- 
guea thatit was unnecessary to experiment 
with tree trade since the country prospered so 
yreatly under the influence of a protective 


tariff. 

Thompson spoke ofthe popularity of silver 
coin ana recommended the removal ofall re- 
atrictions on silver coinage and making silver 
dollars notonly forthe United States but for 
every silver-using nation. This would attract 
the trade and travel of ali silver-using people, 
andthey are seven-eighths of the|population(of 
ibe earth. The better classes of emigrants 
would always take into consideration the cur- 
1epcv of the country to which they propose to 
vo. Letusthen have a paper currency based 
on precious metals for domestic use 
and an American coin currency for 
the outside world. Let England. and 
Germany take our gold, as surely they will 
when they bave power todo so. The sooner 
silver and silver certificates constitute the ma- 
jor part of our money the farther off will be 
at > and revulsion. The siiver interests of 
this country claim and deserve protection. 
The speaker also suggested that cagy oe have 
the privilege of t greenbacks from the 
Treasury, in exchange for interest-bearing 
bonds, the bonds to be given back on the re- 
turn of the greenbacks, the Treasury saving in-* 
terest while the currency is out. This measure 
would surely ward off a panic and it would also 
effectually bar the stock and giain gamblers 
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from each granted the privilege of speaking 
five minutes... John Jarrett, president of the 
Association of the Amalgamated Iron and 
Steel Workers, representative of the working- 
men, said he represented a body of about 
65,000 workinginen, which was as iid phalanx 
of rrotectionists. Fair wages made 
the workingmena protectionist. The work- 
ingman did not get nordid he want all the 
benefits of the tariff.

VERDI AT HOME. 


A Visit to the Italian Retreat of the 
Great Musician. 
Howard Carroll in New York Times. 


It was a bright day during the past summer 
that I saw Verdi at his favorite home, Sant’ 
Agata. With his near friend and neighbor, 
the distincuished Italo Campanini, I drove 
from the little railway station to Busseto, 
ten miles distant. Then on through rich 
vineyards past the commanding elevation 
upon which, in his honor, has been erected 
the Teatro Verdi, and — a little further 
along the well-kept highroad to a rustic 
bridge which crossed the then dry bed of a 
mountain stream, and ledtothe broad high 
gates of Sant’ Agata. There is no nonsense 
about the maestro. He is great enough to 
be simple. Everything about nis house is 
plain, substantial and well Kept. Entering 
the gates, which are opened bya black-eyed, 
laughing-faced peasant girl, the visitor 
finds himself in a broad avenue, which leads 
by the side of the low, wide-spreading house, 
and intoacommodious court. Crossing this, 
one has aglimpse of far-reaching grape-vines, 
rich meadows, towering shade trees, and be- 
yond, tbe dim purple outline of the moun- 
tains. From the court openthe wide doors 
of the dwelling upon a great hall built after 
the prevailing Italian fashion and designed to 
secure athrough draught of air during the 
warm days of summer. Onthe threshold as 
we went toward the house stooda gentleman 
somewhat above the middle height, not stout, 
and dressed with scrupulous care in a suit of 
plain dark cloth. That he was a man of con- 
sequence, of distinction in the world, could 
not fail to be apparent te even the most casual 
Observer. A first glance vould be very apt to 
give the impression that be was a deep think- 
ing lawyer, an extensive financier, or a great 
capitalist. There was certainly—if 1 may 
use the -expression—nothing obtrusively 
artistic about him. His full gray-white 
beard was carefully cut and trimmed, as was 
also his thick, strong hair. He affected neith- 
er wiue open collars nor ftowing neckties. 
His genera! uppearance was plain, dignified, 
reserved, almost severe. Not one thing avout 
him, save, perhaps, his dark, deep earnest 
eyes, gave the slightest indication of warmth 
or passion, vet, as itis almost superfluous to 
state, he stood there the author of more 
giowing, ‘ex ey music than any man who 
ever lived. Tne quiet, gray-bearded gentle- 
man Was Giuseppe Verdi. He welcomed his 
Visitors with simple, unaffected cordiality 


said he bad just returneu from a walk 
through his grounds, patted the head of 
a beautiful hunting cog which looked 


affectionately up at him, plavfuliy called 
his frierd Campanini “tthe rich American,” 
and then invited us intothe hall past a bil- 
liard-table much used by the maestro, as ] 
afierward learned, and into a wide, cool 
saloon, furnished with simp!e elegance, and 
decorated with numerous paintings, some of 
them representing scenes from ‘*Aida.’? 
Shortly ufterward we were joined by Mme. 
Verdi—‘‘the great Strepponi’’—an exceeding- 
jy able and well-informed woman, vet, like 
ber husband, simple and unaffected. Of the 
jong and most interesting conversation which 
followed it is very diffieult to write, difficult 
because of the impossibility of giving on 
blank white paper anvthing like an adequate 


idea of the charming manners, . the 
keen, wholesome wit, the depth 
of reading, and, withal, the great 


kindliness and consideration for others— 
musicians, authors, singers and actors—which 
were displayed by Verdi and by his wife. O% 
other great composers the maestro speaks not 
only with kindness and consideration, but 
with positive admiration: that is to sav, he 
finds something to admircinthe works of 
them all, and what he cannot approve he does 
not criticise. Still, he is never injudicious or 
inconsiderate in his praise. That he was so 
at times might well be inferred from tie 
Stray scraps of gossip regarding him which 
now and.then find their way into the newspa- 
pers. For instance,it has frequently been 
stated of late that he regarded the proluc- 
tions of Richard Wagner as the perfection 
of music. Nothing couid be further from the 
truth. There can be no doubt that he greatly 
admires certain portions of the operas of the 
arrogant and eccentric German genius, but 
he is very far from indorsing all that he has 
done. He likes ‘*Lohengrir,” and with char- 
acteristic frankness says that waen he firat 
saw that opera in Bologna, his firiend Cam- 
paniniin the title role, he was greatly im- 
pressed. ‘But, of course,’ he continued, in 
the same*connection, “whey Campanini does 
his bestin any part his auditors must be im- 
pressed.*’ At which kind speech Campanini 
smiled with evident satisfaction, and with 
still greater pleasure drank another glass of 
the maestro’s rich Italian wine. 

Then, after a pause, Verdi went on reflec- 
tively: **And it is realty not understood,even 
by the most experienced of us, how mucn the 
singers mav do to win applause or hisses for 
an opera. ‘“] well remember,” he continued 
—‘*] well remember, years ago, how nervous 
I was upon the evening set fur the first per- 
formance of ‘Lombardi.’ I tried to compose 
myself, but coutd not.. Nothing seemed to 
quiet my nerves uptil at last I went to tne 
room of the great Frezzolini, who was just 
ready for the stage, and asked: 

**How is it with you; how are you?’? 

** *Excellent,’? was her reply. 

***and your voice, your courage?’ I asked. 
To which she replied: 

***Doubt not, fearjnot; I shall die upon the 
scene iftheoperais not a success, a grand 
success,’ ‘And,’ continued the master, ‘it 
Was asuccess,and Frezzolini did not die.’” 

This, as ] am assured, was an expression of 
satisfaction at the triumph of his works quite 
unusual with him. Indeed, Jater on in our 
conversation, and in answer to a direct ques- 
tion as to which of his operas he regarded as 
the best, he said: ‘'That must be told bv 
time. Perhaps ‘Rigoletto’ is not bad; per- 
haps * Aida’ is not bad, but as best 1 regard 
none of them.” 

Nor was this modesty in the slightest de- 
gree affected. Real modesty is one of the 
mnan’s leading characteristics. It is Positively 
disagreeable to him to he Somer to his face, 
apd to this feeling is doubtless to be attribut- 
ed his disinclination to visit foreign coun- 
tries. Yet he ismost anxious toto see Amer- 
ica, and, despite his dislike for the sea, he 
thinks if he lives that he may do so. **It must 
be a wonderful country,’’ he said, ‘ta won- 
cerful country. and I should so much like to

And 
thenks to nis quiet life he is stilla young man, 
young despite his sixt -eight years of trial 
and triumph; so young in fact that the world 
of music may yet find cause to agree with 
Italo Campanini, wno says: “‘Verdi’s great- 
est work is yet to be produced.”

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A HORSE FARM. 


Nearly a Half Million of Dollars 
, * Wrapped Up in Horses. 
Trenton (N. J.) Cor. a cdl 

Not long ago the Times printed an articie 
descriptive of the early life of the famous 
trotting horse Golasmith Maid. In com- 
pany with the man who gave tothe “Queen 
of the Turf’? the name she now bears your 
correspondent visited the ‘Fashion Stud 
Farm,’’ near this city, where Goldsmith 
Maid lives at present. The farm is located 
about a mile and a yuarter east of Trenton, 
near the coaling station of the Pennsylvania 
Ruilroad. It was purchased nearly ten 
vears ago by Budd Doble and Charles Ker- 
ner, the turfmen, forthe New York banker 
H.U. Smith. Since tae time the first piece 
of property was bought Mr. Smith 
has acquired possession of several 
continguoua tracts of land, until now his 
farm contains in the neighborhood of 409 
acres, nearly all of which is highly cultivated 
andin fine condition. Through the farm 
flows astream of clear water. Mr. Smith 
has spent more money for horses than any 
man in the United States, uniess Robert Bon- 
ner be excepted. At first ne did not intend 
making a stock farm of his New Jersey prop- 
erty, but as he was the owner of several fine 
blooded horses and subsequently bought 
Goldsmith Maid he concluded to construct a 
model establishment for the breeding and 
raising of blooded horses. To-day the money 
value of the horses at Fashion Farm exceeds 
$500,000, while the property is worth at least 
$150,000 more. 

On the farm is a splendid track, upon 
which the horses are exercised. The large 
square building used for offices, carriages, 
harness and dwelling is fitted up inthe most 
luxurious manner imaginable. On the 
ground floor of this ee looking out 
upon the track, is the reception room, which 
is finishedin oak. Elegant Eoglish paper 
covers the walls, a fine Wilton carpet coa- 
ceals the wooden floors, while an elegantly 
carved mantel, ornamented with unique 
tiles, gives to the room an xsthetic look. 
Back of the reception room, upon the same 
floor, is the office and harness room, which is 
tinished in oiled pine and very elegantly 
furnished. The carriage store-room, which 
communicates with the cftice, is also finished 
in oiled pine, and contaius all kinds ofve- 
hicles, light and heavy, of the 
best manufac’ ure and most eX- 
pensive character. The second story con- 
tuins one large apartment, pow being fitted 
up asa billiard-room wad gymnasiu:n, be- 
sides ten or twelve bed-rooms magnificently 
furLtisbed for the use of guests at the stud 
farm. The veterinary surgeon also has his 
office on this floor. Surmountiog the building 
is a cupo'a, in which is atank made ofirun. 
This receptacle holas cover 8,800 gallons of 
water und is kept filled by a steam pump in 
the cellar of the building. The water comes 
from a deep wel! on the premises, which is 
said to hold over 4,000 galons. From this 
tank in the upper storv huge pipes run 
throughout the who'e building ard fire could 
ve very casily extinguished. Telephonic 
communication Withthe Trenton Fire De- 
vartinent has also been estab'ished. In the 
ceilar of this building, in addition to the 
force pump which keeps the reservoir filled 
with water, is an immense steam eagiue, 
which not only heats ail the buildings with 
steam, but cooks the food for the borses. 

Besides the carriage house just described 
tbere are twelve other buildings on the farm 
—the main barn, containing forty box stalls; 
the grain barn; the training stable, contain- 
ing fifty box stalls; the colt barn. which will 
accommodate fifty colts; the cow bara, for 
domestic animals and working horses; a barn 
for the mules, the **grand stand’’ barn, baan 
for farming implements,the stallion stabie,the 
blacksmith shop, the manager’s house, Mr. 
Smith’s private cottage, and, finally,the grand 
stand upon the large trotting track, capable 
of holding two thousand people. The big 
stock barns are so constructed as to form a 
hollow Square in the center, in 
which are large paddocks, where the 
animals are exercised during the winter 
months. Near the paddock is a manure pit 
six feet in depth and one hundred and fifty 
feet square, With acement bottom, and in 
\bis pit all the manure is thrown daily. Mr. 
Smith, the proprietor of this superb estab- 
lishment, resides, except during the sum- 
mer, on Fifth avenue at Forty-fifth street, 
New York. Heis between fortv and fifty 
vears of age and is worth over $4,000,000. The 
Fashion Stud Farm has not yet paid its run- 
uing expenses, but itis believed that it will 
before long. Among the finest borses on the 
farm are four *‘service stallions,’”’ eighteen or 
twenty yearling colts, about forty brood 
mares aud a number of animals sent there to 
board. About one hundred and fifty horses 
are kept allthetime. The most noted ani- 
mal on the place is Goldsmith Maid, raised 
near Deckertown.

Profit From a T'wo-Legged Horse. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journai, Nov. 12. 

A Lewiston gentieman, who visited New 
York a few days ago, saw in the museum a 
stuffed two-legged horse, which, while ia the 
flesh, was closely identified with the fortunes 
of two Lewiston famiiies. In 1876, a stroller 
came to Lewistou with the two-legged horse, 
exhibitee him in a building on Lisodon street 
at ten cents a head, and with his own duleat 
notes, accompanied by a hand organ, drew in 
thousands of dimes.

Tbe investment paid for itself 
in a few weeks, and then coined money dur- 
irg the whbole Centennial. Soon Lewiston 
yut into possession of the other leg of the 
borse. ‘wo young Lewistoniads traveled ail 
over the country with it. They at length set- 
tiled in New York City and added to the en- 
tertainment a German band and an educated 
yoat. After the horse had made over $15,000, 
und become aged, he was soid for $400. Ina 
few months he died, and took his tinal ration 
of the straw whicb now inflates his hide.

Boyton, “principally because I did not like 
to implicate the parties concerned. Now, I 
guess, the matter is all over and-it will do no 
harm to speak aboutit. I never gave the de- 
tails to anvbody before. I tell you I had the 
closest esl! of my life just there.” 

‘‘How did it all happen?” 


‘¢+Well, I did not goto Peru as a mercenary. 


I met Don Nicolas de Perolia, the latg Dicta- 
tor of Peru, atthe Paris Exposition in 187s. 
I explained to him my system of torpedo 
warfare and he told methat if ever he needed 
my services he would send for me.” 

‘*He kept his promise, did he not?’’ 

‘*Oh, yes. He sent for me,in the latter 
part of September, 1880, during the war be- 
tween Chili and Peru. When I arrived in 
Peru, I took a Captain’s commission in the 
Peruvian Army, under the name of Captain 
Paul de la Porte. Perolia’s reason for this 
was two-fold. I was going into the 
torpedo service. If I were captured 
in this service I would be sure of§death. My 
Captain’s commission,Bhowever, would pre- 
vent my execution and would grant me many 
immunities. Don Nicolas’ idea about the 
assumed name was that he did not want the 
Chilians to know that Boyton was with him, 
although the fact had been rumored just after 
my arrival. I was totake charge of the tor- 
pedo service.’’ : 

‘How did you succeed?” | 

‘“Badlyenougn. A part of the Peruvian 
navy had been destroyed when I arrived. 
After numerous adventures, which! have 
already detailed to you, we were finally 
driven off the sea. About the 5th of last 


January we landed at Callao, having 
given up all hope of doing any- 
thing. We had not the equipment. 


Finding it impossible to do any torpedo work 
on account of the Chi'ian ‘Mosqui to fleet,’ 
a number ofsmall but simp’e vessels, which 
soured ever, Where, while the Peruvians hid 
noting toreply to them, we guve up our 
work. The Chilian army then lay within fif- 
teen miles of the city of Lima.’’ 

“That broke you up, did ii?’? 

“Oh, no,’’ said Boyton. ‘Nota little thing 
likethat. I was appointed one of Gen. As- 
teiti’s staff. In that capacity 1 took part in 
the battle of Choralios on January 13:h last, 
which was lostto Peru, and which resulted 
in our forees being driven back to within 
tive miles of the wails of Lima. On Tuesday, 
the 14th, anjarmistice was arranged to allow 
for the burial of the dead and the succoring 
of the wounded. 
onfthe burning Pampas, and the wounded 
must bave suffered terribly. On the morning 
of the 15th the fight was renewed by light 
skirmishing on either side, which was imime- 
diately stopper, as the armistice lasted until 
12 o’clock that night.’’ 

‘*Was there not an attempt made to end 
the war by arbitration just at that time?” 

“Yes, a council was held at Miraflores, a 
little watering place near Lima. The Peru- 
vian and Chilian armies lay facing each other, 
so near that the men could look into each 
other’s eyes. Representatives of the United 
States, France, kngland and other countries, 
attended the meeting. Don jNicolas de 
Perolia and two_- representative Chil- 
ians. were also7Tin attendance. As 
an aid de camp, I was aroundin front o% 
the lines. The meeting cametoa fixed un- 
derstanding about | p.m onthe 15th of Jan-

‘*Now, let me tell you. 
came to an agreement, and had 
returned for lunch. While they were 
at the meal, acowran out from a cholo or 
native Indian regiment stationed among the 
Peruvians.

They gota 
ee dollar per day and found themselves. 

heir quartermasters were mostly women, 
whom they called Barboni, and who followed 
‘the march loaded down with food and cooking 
utensils. Well, the cow ran out and made 
straight for the Chilian lines. The Indians 
were in dismay. They could not afford to 
lose the cow, which represented many a 
square meal,and the armistice forbade any 
soldier toadvance. As a last resorta Chilian 
raised his gun to drop the 
cow and fired. Ugh! I almost shudder 
when 1 think of what followed. Almost 
instantaneously the battle broke out all along 
both lines. Don Nicolus rushed out to take 
part. Theforeign representatives left the 
meal unfinished and made a bee line for 
Lima. From the burried looks { took back- 
ward I am pretty sure that ex-Senator Chris- 
tiancy won the race. The carnage was ter- 
rible. 1 had seen the cow run out 
in the first place. I immediately said, 
A cow destroyed Chicago and a cow will be 
the ruin of Lima. I was right. The battle 
lasted all day. The Chilian fleet came up to 
the shore, and soon shells of all descriptions 
were shrieking throuch the air. To makea 
long story short, we were beaten again.’ 

“But the Peruvians always claimed that 
the Chilians fired first at the battle of Mira- 
flores?’ said the reporter. 

“I know thev did,’’ was the answer, “‘but 
as an officer who saw the whole occurrence 
and as a man who bas no love for Chili, I tell

I’m 
from the Third Ward in New York. You 
know me.

Ihad never seen him, remember, 
thought I knew something about Irishmen. 
On one of the melancholy ten days, I entered 
his office, prep:zed to be right jolly and to 
slap him on the back as hard as he would 
wish. I was abashed at seeing an old, dark- 
skinned, gray -headed, dignified old gentleman. 
I forgot to pat him on _the shoulder. 
‘Col. Lynch, I believe,’ said I, bowing as re- 
spectfully as possible. ‘Oh,’ was the reply in 
Spanish, ‘speak Spanish. I don’t know what 
the d—l you say.’ That wasenough. I with- 
drew, and I afterwards learned that his father 
was a Chilian by birth. I afterwards ascer- 
tained that the Northern papers also mistook 
him +for an Irishman} as they described his 
prowess. I understand the old gentleman is 
now an admiral.” | 

‘sWhat happened next?” 

‘Well, on the 10th day of my parole some 
Peruvian betrayed me to the Chilians. I 
was immediately rearrested and taken before 
General Bakadana. He thumped the table 
very forcibly with his fist, when I was 
brought before him as Boyton,and exclaim- 
ed, ‘Ah, these Americans.” With a few 
choice expletives, all in Spanish, and not 
nice enough to translate, the following dia- 
logue ensued:” 

‘*Why did you not surrender?’ 

“<sT gid.’ 

“*We have proofs that you have beena 
torpedo man.’ 

‘* +1 suppose you have.’ ree 

‘¢¢Then you vad no commission?’ 

‘4Ob, yes, 1 bad.’ Ana I produced my 
commission, made outto Capt. dela Porte, 
and signed by the Dictator of Peru. 

‘¢¢But your nameis Boyton?’ said Baka- 
dana, and as he proceeded to prove it 1 had 
nothing to say. As Boston I had no com- 
mission, and it was weli known they had re- 
solved to hang every man in our business 
without much wail. I was immediately con- 
fined in the old palace of Lima, just across the 
square from the Cathedral.” 

‘Nice time you had then, I suppose?’ 
suggested the reporter. 

“Oh, yes. There weremany of us there, 
including several officers of rank. It wasa 
lew, dark building. Wewere let out into 
the yard late every afternoon, while soldie:s 
guarded every inch of the wailabove. I re- 
mained there until the evening of the 14th of 
last February. Just aS we were 
let out for exercise in the 
yard that afternoon four officers rode in at 
the great gate leading intothe vard. I was 
feeling pretty blue, you may be sure. I knew 
what was coming. Nobody scarcely spoke to 
me, and I was tired being pointed out with 


the whispered remark, ‘That’s he.’ The 
officers dismounted, and I looked at 
the horses, wishing that I had one 


ofthem and was once outside the gates. 
As Istood thinking, in no amiable frame of 
mind, a Chilian Lieutenant passed me, 
touched me significantly, and whispered as he 
passed, ‘Venga,? ‘Come.’ I did not know 
what to make of the matter, but I made up 
my mind io follow. It was just getting dark. 
He opened the gate wnen the oflicers entered 


and led me out. Then he conducted 
me througn a_ series of passages, 
and finally arriving at a large door 


which he pulled open with one hand, while 
with the other he pushed me out, muttering 
‘Anda,’ which means ‘Go’, ”’ 

‘You obeved, of course?” 

‘Well, lthink I did. I found myself in 
the Desembardoes Square near the palace. 
After my confusion had subsided I put for 
the River Rimac,which ran near bv. As I 
crossed the Orago Railroad, aman beckoned 
me and ealled me aside. He led me to a place 
where I founda mule already saddled. On 
one side of the animal hung a bag, filled with 
a coil of Wire, uppers, insulators and every- 
thing required by a telegraph repairer. In 
the other bag was concealed one of my suits, 
and a paddle disjointed so as to be easily hid- 
den, all covered by another coil of wire. 
There was also a store of provisions. I 
climbed onthe mule, and my friend put in 
my hand a passport made out for a sub- 
marine telegraph man. Se, you see, I was 
tixed.?? 

‘**You knew the good Samaritan, did you 
not?’ 

“Ofcourse I did. IT know bis name just 
now. but it would not do to publish it, for it 
might cause him trouble. As I mounted the 
mule, my instructions were givento me in 
these words: ‘An English steamer goes 
north to-morrow. Lay off the Ancon Islands. 


The captain will be notified.’ I 
immediately rode across the _ bridge. 
At the city gates I was halted. 


Of course I wasinthe employ of the Sup- 
marine Telegraph Company. My passport 
was inspected, the coils of line in the bugs 
were felt and I was allowed to go out of the 
gates of-Lima. I had six miles yet to go be- 
fore I passed the lines. I was stopped several 
times. At the last station the officer was 
a little inclined -to be dubious. 

I pretended to be impatient, leaped down 
from the mule, and dragged open the bag 
containing the coil of wire, insulators, etc., at 
the same time growling pretty freely. I was 
allowed to ride on and I was free. When I 
got outside the lines, and near theshore, I 
unloaded the mule, as I kad been ordered to 
do, gave hima spank, and he gal'oped off 
back to Lima. I threwthe wire, etc., 
into the sea, put on my suit and paddied 
aroundinthe water, putting partly out to 
sea to await my vessel. Morning came and 
no vessel. I neverfelt so lonesome in my 
life as I paddled there a] by myself. Soon a 
school of seals surrounded me, keeping me 
compapy as they gazed up at me with 
their curious faces. Aboutnoon the smoke 
appeared. Seon the vessel hove in sight. 
The steamer Lowa took me to Guaquil, 
then I wentto Panama, anJ onthe 14:h of 
May last I landed in New York. I have never 
ascertained who arranged my escape.”? 

The last part of the story was told as the 
reporter stood on the gang wlank of the ves- 
sel. As Capt. Boyton finished the reporter 
stepped ashore, the plank was puiled in and 
the bout steamed down the river. 

Boyton leaves the boat at Cairo, whence he 
goes to Louisville and thenceto New York, 
where he remains some time superictending 
the publication of his book. From New 
York he will probably go to Europe.

A murderer, by the name of Martin Flana- 
gan, Who killed John Cairs at Buffaio, N. Y., 
is sentenced to be hanged January 10, 1882. 

Wm. E. Hatfield, sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary in 1879 for rape, Was pardon- 
ed outof the penitentiary at Jefferson City 
on Tuesday. 

Oliver Wilson, en engineer, and two labor- 
ers hamed Burkell and Phillips, were killed 
by a boiler explosion Monday near Mud 
Creek, Texas. 

The hardware establishment of Ballary & 
Co., at Jefferson, Tex., was destroyed by fire 
Sunday morning. The loss isabout $50,000; 
insurance $3; ,0U0. 

The town of Augusta, Ark., was almost en- 
tirely destroyed by fire on the night of 
November 28. Many families have been rea- 
dered homeless by the flames. The total loss 
is about $300,000. 


Miss Annie Louise Cary, while dining at a 
railroad restaurant at Delaware, Ohio, had 
her portemonnaie stolen. It was afterwards 
found under the table, supposed to have 
been hidden there by a colored waiter. 


Miss Emma Newkirk, the daughter of 
Cyrus Newkirk, a prominent citizen of Se- 
dalia, Mo., was married Tuesday to Mr. E. 
A. Phillips, an extensive railroad contrac- 
tor and one of the directors of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Sedalia. 


A large fire occurred at Camden, Ark., 
Tuesday morning, destroying four buildings, 
the total loss on the whole being about $5v,- 
000. The largest losers arethe the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company, losing over $42,- 
000 in notes, books and accounts. No insur- 
ance. 


A dog-fight between the champion slut, 
known as Chippy, of Troy, and Toss, of New 
York, for $1,000 a side, took place Monday 
near Snyder’s Lake, N, J . After a battle of 
one hour and a haif Chippy refused to enter 
the pit again, and turned to run. Toss was 
then deciared by the referee to be the winner. 
Over $10,000 is reported to have changed 
hands on the result of the fight.
